It was he who, while in the 
chair, was suddenly nominated for gov- 
ernor when the party was threatened 
with asplit. He promptly declined the 
honor and Mr. Robinson and Mr. Kelly 
-became the nominees of a divided party. 
Mr. Jacobs lives in Brooklyn, and is 
highly respected throughout the state. 
Kx-Senafor Kernan is the choice of the 
democrats forthe longterm. After a 
very acceptable and creditable service in 
the senate his place was filled by Mr. 
Platt. Mr. Depew is a leader of the 
half-breeds, a railroad lawyer and a fine 
speaker. He receives a large salary from 
Mr. Vanderbilt. Mr. Folger presides 
over the chief court of the state. He 
was talked about tor a cabinet position, 
and is one of the strong men of the 
state intellectually. William A. Wheeler 
is the ex-vice-president—a man greatly 
given to angling. Mr. Crowley repre- 
sents the Niagara Falls district in con- 
gress, and Mr. Lapham one of the lake 
districts. Mr. Cornell is governor of the 
state,and Mr. Evarts was Mr. Hayes’s 
well «known premier. Noah 
Davis presides over a metropolitan court, 
and Mr.- Joseph H. Choate is a_ bril- 
liant speaker. He is a partner of Mr. 
Evarts. Mr. Rogers is a lawyer of Buf- 
falo, rich and ambitious. The other men 
who are balloted for can very properly 
be classed under the head of “scattering.” 
The New York Case, 
In the light of the first ballots at Al- 
bany the conclusion is irresistible that 
Conkling, and Platt too, must have fore- 
seen a return to private life when they 
tendered their resignations. Mr. Conk- 
ling bas not beén the spoiled child that 
he is now represented to be. In all his 
political career he has been as selfish and 
calculating as he has been arrogant and 
vain: He has always looked before tak- 
ing any important leap, And Mr. Platt 
is very near the people—a shrewd, suc- 
cessful and popular man. It is not rea- 
sonable to assume that they threw away 
their senatorship without first counting 
the cdst. It ismuch more probable that 
both, unleas handsomely vindicated, pre- 
ferred private life to four years of war 
with two such consummate and ambi- 
tious politicians as Blaine and Garfield 
backed by all the patronage and power 
of the government. Mr, Cénkling may 
simply desire to fill his purse by the pur- 
suit of ‘his profession, and he may 
be looking beyond private gain to a 
presidential nomination, after a spell of 
retirement--say, in 1888. He is not an 
old man. He may think he can best 
promote his ambition by a withdrawal 
for a season from political life. He may 
foresee the coming fall of the republican 
party,and be looking for a chance to 
come upon the winning side. Any of 
these theories is more plausible and sat- 
isfactory than the one that atiempts to 
explain ~his resignation as a childish 
freak of a bailied and angry man. Mr. 
Platt is a faithful friend, with extensive 
and lucrative business connections. He 
is not an orator—simply a political man- 
ager and clear-headed business man. 
He may prefer an active business career 
under the most promising circumstances 
to service in the senate while out of favor 
in his own party. 
But whatever their plans may be, it is 
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ended. On the first ballot Conkling 
mustered only 34 out of 106 republican 
yotes, and Platt only 29. Their case is 
hopeless; and the most interesting ques- 
tion that is left relates to the power of the 
democrats and stalwarts united to adjourn 
before the victorious half-breeds can 
fill the vacant seats. The democrats and 
stalwarts must necessarily now be arrayed 
against the half-breeds; and as the stal- 
warts dare not vote for a democrat, it 
follows that the question now to be de- 
cided relates wholly to adjournment be- 
fore an election, and the practical refer- 
ence of the entire matter to the people. 
There is, however, this disadvantage that 
the democrats are under—if the people 
should elect a democratic legislature in 
November, Governor Cornell—himself ‘a 
senatorial aspirant—would doubtless call 
the present legislature together, so that 
two republicans might be chosen. The 
two ex-senators hope in such a contin- 
gency, it is said, to rally to themselves a 
frightened party. It is their last hope. 

But Conkling ott of the senate does 
not mean Conkling out of politics. He 
reiterates his determination to fight 
laine and the half-breeds in any event. 
He will endeavor to defeat their scheme 
to capture the next lot of presidential 
delegates from New York, and failing in 
that he will doubtless take good care that 
the triumph of his enemies shall be 
brief and valueless. As a democratic 
assistant the late boss may, therefore, be 
as useful out of the senate as he could be 
in it. ae

The Georgia Senators. 

There can be no question that the re- 
markable democratic boom which is 
evident in all parts of the country is due 
in a large measure to the success of that 
party in the late senatorial deadlock. 
The wisdom of the position there as- 
sumed by the democrats is admitted now 
even by those who at first opposed the 
policy of preventing the consummation 
of a corrupt bargain. 

This policy was the result of the delib- 
erations in the ecaucns, but there were 
men high in party prominence who 
deemed it unwise and appealed to their 
allies to refrain from a resistance which, 
in their judgment, would be futile and 
injurious only to those who made it. 

Indeed, itis said that this line of con- 
duct was well nigh determined upon 
when better counsel prevailed and 
brought the good results the party is now 
enjoying in the restored confidence of 
the country. One of the first men to 
suggest the superigyity of the course that 
was adopted; one of the steadiest advo- 
cates of it; one of the most powerful pro- 
moters of its success; one of the clearest 
demonstrators of its justice was the 
junior senator from Georgia. Governor 
Brown came right tothe front in that 
hour of perpexity, and after the 
issue was made in the senate there was 
no man whose words were weightier or 
whose determination was more invigora- 
ting to those less hopeful than he. The 
Georgia senators are due as much, if not 
more, credit for the victory in the senate 
than can justly be attributed to any of 
the other leaders of what seemed a 
forlorn hope. 

Mr. Hill initiated the trué appreciation 
of Mahone in his first brilliant attack 
which he followed -with some of the 
strongest efforts of his life. Though 
none of them equaled in dramatic effect 
his first fearful arraignment, yet as the 
range of discussion widened in the pro- 
cess of the long debate there was oppor- 
tunity for him to do his state and his 
party valiant service. It was an oppor- 
tunity which he used with remarkable 
success. 

Governor Brown looms in that discus- 
sion to the great proportions which we 
in Georgia knew were ‘his, but which 
had never before been fully given to the 
eyes of the nation. One after another 
of the best of his opponents he discom- 
fited so calmly that there was sugges- 
tion of a reserve power which the others 
cared not to test. There was in all that 
he said a boldness, a proclamation of 
uncompromise which had an effect 
that a weaker man could 
not have wrought. And his position in 
the caucus that the democratic party 
must demonstrate its capacity to hold a 
position and to win a fight was fortified 
to an accomplished victory by no man in 
the senate more forcibly than by him. 

It iscommon to belittle the deadlock. 
It is the fashion to speak of it as a scram- 
ble over petty spoils from which 
neither side came out with 
ad vantage. But it was, under 
the semblance of insignificance a strug- 
gle between the parties which involved 
important principles, and in it the demo- 
crats could not afford to be defeated. 
That they were not defeated we have to 
thank such men as Mr. Hill and Mr. 
Brown. *.In this, as in the general course 
of their senatorial career, they co-operat- 
ed most heartily, and while each accom- 
plished for himself a proud station of 
leadership, both conferred upon the 
state they represent an honor which she 
proudly received.

| DISCRIMINATIONS 


IN RAILWAY FREIGHTS AND FARE 


Exbaustively Discusted Prom a Pratical Stand- 
point by Johan B. Peck. 


ARTICLE I. 
Written for The Constitution. 
Railroads are the arteries of commerce 
So far, then, as their business rélates to the 
transportation of commercial articles the; 


coromercial transactions. 

1 know, therefore, of no better standarc 
by which discriminations by railway com. 
panies may be measured than by that of 
commercial usage. 

Whatever differences or discriminations 
are made or allowed by commercial! 
may, I think, be safely set down as not only 
being justifiable when made by railroads 
but as being necessary on their part. Any 
attempt, either through statutory enact 
ments or otherwise, to change by force 
usages which the experience of centuries, 
in all civilized nations and 
form of government, has demonstraied to 
ne founded on the principles of equity and 
justice, will of necessity in the end prove 
abortive. 

Indeed the fact that discriminations must 
be made, seems to have been recogffized by 
the framers of the constitution of Georgia, 
which prohibits only unjust discrimina 
The question atissue, then, is what 
and what are 

important be- 
discriminations 


under every 


tions. 
discriminations are just, 
unjust ? The question is 
cause the very fact that 
exist involves the necessity of two parties, 
one of which must be benefited by the 
discrimination, while the other can only 


be benefited by the removai of the discrim- 
ination. Both these parties are included 
in that comprehensive term—the public— 
and both are entitled to proper protection. 

To stop discrimination, therefore, how 
everunjustsuch discrimination may be is 
to transfer from one portion of the public 
something held and enjoyed by them, to 
another portion ofthe public Itis evi 
dent then thatin such cases, justice can 
only bedone, by giving toeach exactly 
what belongs toit. 

In order to arriveat a correct conclusion, 
in sO Important a matter it Is necessary to 
ascertain what discriminatious are really 
made and then to determine whether they 
are just or upjust, 

Discriminations may be divided into two 
veneral classes—as between persons and «as 
between localities. 

Commercial usage divides all persons 
into classes, and deals with each on the 
basis of quantity. Thus the consumer, asa 
veneral rule, pays the maximum price; 
next the retail merchant who deals directly 
with the consumer; next the jobber who 
supplies the retail merchant—while the 
manufacturer or pronucer receives the 
minimum price at which the productions 
are sold, It is not allowed however by 
commercial usage to discriminate betwee 
persous of the same ciass. The merchant 
may indeed sell twenty-five barrels of flour 
to one customer, one hundred to another, 
and a thousand to another at varying prices 
on the same day, but if he sold, the market 
ving ut changed, to different customers 
(he same quantity and quality of goods at 
varying prices he would lose both his cha: 
acter as a fair dealer and his customers also. 
I see no reason, therefore, why railroad 
companies may not make different rates for 
the transportation of large and smal! quan- 
ities, carrying one car-load ata less rate 
than for a single package and ten car-load: 
for less than one car-load. Obviously the 
same rate for the same quantity should be 
the same to all persons shipping between 
the same points, and the tariffs of railways 
should be so arranged. 

It may, however, be deemed desirable to 
vary this rule to the extent of allowing 
lower rates to be made on articles shipped 
by or to manufacturers or other persons 
whose business tends directly to develop the 
resources and increase the general wealth of 
the state, If we can fiod no commercial 
usage wh ch seems to justify this, we have 
at least precedents set by many legislatures

however, whether considered in the light 
of strict justice this concession will not ap 
pear in the list of unjust discriminations 
Manifesfly manufactures do not develop 
the resources of the state and add to the 
general wealth. But so do all other occu- 
pations, and pone so much as that of agri- 
ulture. Ifthe argument is made, that if 
discriminations are to be made in respect 
to occupations, then the farmer should be 
the most favored. I confess that I should 
not be able to combat it. 

But whatever discriminations are made 
should be definitely shown in the tariff o vf 
railways. Secret rates are not only a viol: 
tion of commercial usage, but they are 
against public policy and subversive of 
commercial integrity. They should be 
prohibited by law, and the faw should be 
strictly euforced agaiast every corporation 
that violates it. 

It will be found impossible, however, to 
do this, unless the consignor and consignee 
ean be forced to testify as to what 
is actuaily paid for transportation 
fhe system of managing railroads neces 
sarily involves the employment of a large 
number of persons, and the intricacy of 
the system renders i: extremely difficult to 
fix on any person, who hasany knowledge 
of such transactions. The agent who for- 
wards, and the agent who delivers, may both 
be entirely ignorant of apy concession in 
rates. Kven the auditor may audit and the 
treasurer may pay rebates without either 
being aware that they are doing so. Presi- 
dents and superintendents cannot be ex 
pected to know every detail of the manage- 
ment of their roads and in such cases might 
deem it ‘folly to be wise.”” But in the case 
of the consignor and consignee we have two 
persons, one or both of which must know 
exactly what was actually paid for the 
transportation of each shipment, and with 
such witnesses in court, it will be impossi- 
ble for the guilty to escape, unless the wit 
nesses Commit the crime of perjury. 

The law should be broad enough toinclude 
every possible form of rebate, whether it 
is made directly, by reductions from the 
published rate or inutirectly, either by 


chargim at the published rate for a less 
yQantity than is actually carfrevi-—the 
receipting for a greater number of packages 
than is actually delivered with a view of 
paying rebates under the guise of the loss of 
a portion of the shipment, or the transpor- 
a’ion of passengers without charge, or any 
othe x service, by means of which the owner 
of the property ‘transported pays less for its 
ransportation than the published tarif 

With such a law in force, and enforced, 
the evil of discrimination as between per 
sons might be practically eradicated, and 
all persons put on the same footing. That 
this would give contentment is not ex- 
pected, Equal and exact justice rarely ever 
does, But. it would eliminate an eyil 
which has done more to create dissatisfac- 
tion between the public and the managers of 
railways, and demoralize both the patrons 
of railways and the managers of them 
than all other causes combined, and is en- 
titled to at least a fair trial. 

Discriminations between localities is an 
exceedingly complex subject. In_ the 
earlier history of railways when they were 
comparatively very few in number, the 
only discrimivation of this character that 
could possibly be made was between differ- 
ent localities on the same line. 

There has always lurked in the public 
mind an idea, that the charges made for the 
transportation of freight, should be regu- 
lated by the distance the freight was car- 
ried. it has been impossible for the general 
public to understand what it has also been 
difficult for raijroad managers to explain 
—why the charge ten miles should not be 
one-tenth of the charge for. one hundred 
miles. This was. as a general rule, true in 
regard to the charges made for the carriage 
of passengers, and why not forthe trans 
portation of freight? 

answer that in making | 
the charge for transportation 
by rail, the same rule should be observed. 
that obtains in commercial operations—the 
charge should be in relative proportion to 
the cost 

I think there can be no question but 
what each patron of a railroad should con- 
tribate to iis revenue, as nearly'as possible, 
in proportion ‘to the cost incurred the 
corporation in performing the service re 
yaired by him, 

if the business of the railroad was con 
fined to the handling of loaded cars from 
one point to another, then a uniform 
charge per mile would be reasonable and 
proper both for freight and passengers In 
the case of the passenger this is all that is 
really necessary so faras the passenger is 
concerned. He loads and unloads himself 
and takes care of himseif after he is un- 
leaded. It isentirely immaterial to him 
whether he buysa ticket or pays the con- 
ductor, so long as he travels only over the 
road.. He may enjoy the comforts of a 
well appointed depot, and may perhaps 

umble if one is not provided, 

ut it isafter all a convenience, and nota 
necessity to bis safe or rapid transit. If he 
desires to go ten miles it is of no importance 
to him that parallel lines of rails extend 
ninety miles beyond his destination, and 
e train in which he goes travels the 
entire distance. If the road is ten miles 
long that is all he ip song oh and al! be

We find therefore that the charge for 

mens ie ¥ 4 freight isto be based upon 
two victinet elements of cost, namely the 
exper ses of movement which as in the case 
of the passenger is to be regulated by the 
number of miles carried and the terminal 
expenses which are to be regulated by the 
pnen bee of tons carried. In order therefore 
to determine whether the railways do 
unt istly discriminate between their own 
stations in the arrangements of their tariffs 
it will be necessary first to eliminate from 
their totalexpenditures ali that properly 
belong to the passenger department inclu- 
ding the cost of agents, de pots and other 
expenc ditures devoted exclusively to the 
passenger service, . 

The expenditures thus ascertained hay 
ing been deducted from the total expendi 
tures, the remainder will be the expendi-

conceive of to the proper proportion which 
should be allotted to each in che arrange 
ment of local tariffs. 

I have no means of knowing what these 
proportions are on any railway in Georgia; 


such reports as [ ‘have seen convey 
no information on this subject. 
Indeed J have never seen sa 
railway report that did furnish such in- 
formation. It is however no difficult task 
to approximate such divisions from the 
details of expenditures as now kept by 


most railway auditors. I have from this 
source made such calculations of the annual 
expenditures of our road as 1 am satisfied 
approximates very nearly to the actual 
result. 

I find that of the whole expenses 50 per 
ceot is’ for renewals and repairs of ma 
chinery, carsand roadway, 22 per cent for 
expenses of movement other than renewals, 
22 per cent for expenses of stations, 6 per 
cent for salaries of general officers, taxe:, 
ete.

There are but few railways in Georgia 
that have as large volume of tonnage as the
